Lifle and Tournay, aid the Canalsand Dykes we — 


have made to turn the Water of the Scarp and La 
Cenfe to Bouchain, but are in a readinefs, by march- 
ing from the Right, to poflefs themielves of the 
Field of Battle marked out betwixt Vitry and Mong 
tigny, or from the Left to gain the Lines of Circum- 
vallation betwixt Fieren and Dechy: So that what- 
ever Way the Enemy hall approich to .attack us 

whether by the Plains of Lens, or by Buuchain and 
Valencienacs, we have buta very finall Movement to 
make to poffets our {elves of the Ground on which 
it will be molt advantagious to receive them. The 
Enemy marched this Morning from their Left, and 
are encamped with their Right at Oi, and their 
Lefi towards Arras, aud, according to our Advices, 
will pais the Scarp to Morrow, and enter on the 
Plains of Lens, tho feveral Regiments of Horle, the 
fierman and Liege Troops, which are deitined to 
compote Part of their Army, have not yet joined 
then. If they pats the Searp, we fhalldo the like 
at the jame ‘linie, to pefiets our felves with all 


pollible Advantace of the Field of Battle. Butif 


they continue where they are, we hall not remove, 
becaufe in our prefent Station we fufficiently cover 
from all lutults both our Siege and Convoys. 

Monfieur Villars can’t yet go without Crutches, 
and ‘tis believed will have much Difficulty to ride. 
He and the Duke of Berwick are to command the 
French Army, the reft of the Marefchals being on- 
ly to affift in Council. 

Laft Night we entirely perfected Four Bridges 
over the Avant Foffe at both Attacks; and our Saps 
are fo far advanced, that in Three or Four Days 
Batteries will be raifed on the Glacis, to batter in 
Breach both the Outworks and Ramparts of the 
Town. 


Letters from the Hague of the 27th N.S. fay, 
That the Deputies of the States of Holland, who tet 
out for Gertruydenberg on the 23d, to renew the 
Conferences with the French Minifters, returned on 
the 26th, and had communicated to the States- 
Gcneral the new Overtures that were made on the 
Part of France, which it is believed, if they ase in 
Earneft, may produce a General Treaty.
